could not doit, the Righteous Prefi-

And indeed Intentions and Defigns 
are the moft confiderable Part both of 
your Accufations and Proofs, fome of 
which you are fain to ferch a grea 
way off, as By as his Coronation Gach, 
which you next fay, He, or the Arch- 
biffops. by his Order, “ emafculated, and 
left out very material Words, (which 
the People fhall choofe.)

Your next Argument to prove the 
King’s Defign to deftroy the Law, 1s 
thus order'd: Thofe Knights thar were 
by an old Statute to attend at the 
King’s Coronation, being promifed by 
his Proclamation (in Regard of the In- 
fection then {pread thro’ the Kingdom) 
a Difpenfation} for the Abfence, were 
after fined at the Council-Table ; no 


doubt by the Procurement of fome of | 


your own Tribe, where they pleading 
the Proclamation for their Indemnity, 
were anfwerd, That the Law of the 
Land was above any Proclamation: 
Your Conclufion is therefore, The King 
had a Defign to fubvert the Laws: Sure 
there is no Man in his Wits but would 
conclude the contrary; fuch Argu- 
ments as thefe are much like the Ropes 
that Oeneus twifted only for Affes to 
devour. 

But if this fhould fail, you know 
you were provided with another, not 
lefs fubftantial, and that is, his Alte- 
ration of the Judges a eee

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I heretofore had their Places granted to

them during their good Behaviour, but 
he made them but during Pleafure ; of 
this you make a fad Bufinefs of a very 


}imaginary evil Confequence; bur if 
} you had confidered before, what you 
) fay prefently after, thar the King, and 


not the Judges, is to be accountable for 


!the Injuftice and Oppreffion of the 


Government, €c. you would have 
found it very juft that he fhould ufe 


'} his Pleafure in their Difmiffion as weli 


| as Choice ; for Men of your Profeffi- 


on, that have lived long enough to be 


| Judges, are not fuch Punies in Cun- 
ning, to play their Feats of Iniquity 


above-board ; and if then may fit ull 


'} they can be proved to have mif-behav'd 
‘| themfelves: The Prince that is to give 


an Account for all, may fooner know 
he is abufed, than how to help himfelf. 

All the Inconveniency which you can 
fancy poffible to enfue it, 1s only to 
fuch bad Judges as buy their Places ; 
of whofe Condition and Lofs you are 
very fenfible, as if they had too harda 
Bargain of Injuftice, believe they may 
have Reafon enough to give unjuft 
Judgment, rather than lofe their Pla- 
ces and their Money too, if they fhall 
G 3 re= 
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receive fuch Intimation from the King. 
But you forget your felf, when you put 
this in your Appeal to all Rational Men ; 
for they will tell you this was a bold 
Affront done to your High Court of 
Juftice ; for if it were potential .Ty- 
sanny (as you will have it) in the 
King, to have but a Defign to indure 
the Judges to give Sentence againft the 
Law, which you fay brings the People 
the next Step to Slavery : What is it 
in thofe who prefume to give Sentence 
themfelves, not only contrary to Law, 
but the declared Opinion of all the 
Judges, and thofe of their choofing 
too P And (I befeech you} whither, 
by your own Doctrine, does this bring 
the People that fubmit to it? Certain- 
ly, if you that can accufe the King of 
this, had been a Few heretofore, you 
would not only have ftoned your Fel- 
lows, but your Saviour too. 

But if all your Arguments fhould 
mifcarry, you have a Referve left that 
does (as you fay) itrefragably prove 
the Defign ; what’s that? he is reftlefs 
to deftroy Parliaments, or make them 
ufelefs. Believe me, this is right Ig- 
notum per zgnotius, excellent Confe- 
quence to. prove his Defign by his De- 
fires ; 


j 


fires ; you fhould have proved 
fires firft, (if you would prove his 
Thoughts by his Thoughts) for cer- 
tainly if ever he defigad it, he defir'd 
it firft. You had better have concluded 
plainly he did it, becaufe he defigned 
it, for thatisall one in Senfe: Burif f 
might be but half fo bold with your 
Defigns, I fhould, with more Reafon, 
guefs you have one to make us believe 
your familiar Acquaintance with the 
fecret Counfels of God, (which you fo 
often pretend to) elfe certainly he 
has given the Defires of Men fo private 
a Lodging, that without his own Dif- 
covery, (which you can give us no Ac- 
count of ) you have no other way to 
know them. You'd do well, and if I 
may advife you, you fhall give over 
this unlucky thing called Reafon, and 
betake yourfelf wholly to Revelations. 

How thefe Arguments might prevail 
with your High Court of Juftice I can- 


not tell; but in my Opinion, they had ° 


little Reafon to thank you for this laft, 
for while you maké the King a Tray- 
tor, and prove his meer Defire to de- 
ftroy the Parliament, or make ir ufe- 
lefs, on purpofe to fubvert the Laws, 


you do bur tell them what they are. 
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that have already done it; and the 
People, what a Deal of Law they are 
to expect hereafter. All you can juftly 
in your own Senfe, accufe the King of, 
s but Difcontinuance, or untime ly Di 
folutio n of Parliaments, which I wo 
xier with what Senfe you can interpret 
a Defign to deftroy the Parliaments, 
fince all the World knows he parted 
with his Power to diffolve the Parlia- 
ment too. But fee how doubly unjuft 
you are; you accufe him for nor call- 
ing Parliaments fo often as he was 
bound to do by the Law, once a Year, 
(as you fay) or oftner, but never con- 
fider how that is impoffibl e to be done 
without diffolving them as often, for 
doing which, notwithftanding, with 
{fo finch Clamour, you condemn him. 
Thus you charge him with Inconfiften- 
cies, and may with much more Reafon 
accufe him for calling Parliaments, be- 
caufe if he had nor called them, he 
could never have diffolved them, which 
is very like your way of Argument. 
But much better than you commonly 
ufe ; for your next, (to remove an Ob- 
ject ion out of your way) is thus ma- 
naged : The King, and not the Judges 
atid evil Councellors, oughr to be ac- 
countable

countable for the Male-Adminiftrati- 
Dons, Injuftices, and Oppreffions of the 
Parliament. Your Reafons are, becaufe 
he made fuch wicked and corrupt 
Judges: Were they nor his own Crea- 
tures? and ought nor every Man to be 
accountable for the Work of his own 
‘Hands? Believe me, this were fome- 
thing, if you could prove he made 
them wicked, as well as Judges. Bur 
if this Plea hold, you have argued well 
for your honourable Clients, the Peo- 
pple; for they made the King, as 
§ you fay they did, you have cleard him 
. of all fuch horrid Crimes, Murders, 
fF and Maffacres, which you take fo 
) much Pains, to no purpofe, to accufe 
| him of ; and, likea right Man of Law, 
} have undone your Clients, upon whofe 
) Score you fer them. Your next Bufinefs 
wili be to prove God guilty of the Sins 
} of wicked Men, for they are his Crea- 
| tures, and the Work of his own Hands 
' 
| 


—— 
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) Ttake it. But this is your perpetual 
} Method of doing him Right to make 
) him fole Author and Owner of all his 
} ill ordered or unhappy Actions, and 
} not allow him ‘a Share in any good 


| Deed-or Act of Grace. 
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And thefe are the Fundamentals of 
the Charge, only Suppofitious of In- 
tentions and Defigns, which how far 
you have proved juft or profitable, lec 
any Man but your felf judge. The 
Courfe you take afterwards, is much 
worfe, in my Opinion, for you make 
your own Grounds, and either not 
prove them at all, or (which is worfe) 
prove them upon their own Bottom, as 
when you take upon you.to ftate the 
Ground of your Wars,. and prove the 
King to be the Caufe of it,you doit thus: 
The King (you fay) fet up his Stand- 
ard of War for. the Advancement and 
Upholding of his Perfonal Intereft, 
Power, and pretended Prerogative, a- 
gainft the publick Intereft of common 
Right, Peace, and Safety. How do 
you prove this ? Becaufe he fought for 
the Militia, for a Power to call and 
diffolve Parliaments, a negative Voice 
ro make Judges, confer Honours, grant 
Pardons, make Corporations, inhance 
or debafe Money, and avoid his own 
Grants. Thefe you call his Perfonal 
Intereft, Power, and Prerogative,which 
you fay he fought for: Now, put the 
Pofition and Proof together, and fee 
what Senfe it will make; truly pone 
ne 


truly fated. 131% 


but this: That he made War for his 
Prerogative, becaufe he fought for his 
Prerogative : Is not this fine Logick! 
but fuppofe it were Senfe, how do you 
prove he fought for his Prerogative ? 
to this you have not one Word to fay ; 
and why then fhould we rather take 
your Word than the King’s, who pro- 
tefted he took Arms in Defence of the 
Proteftanr Religion, the Liberty of the 
Subject, the Priviliges of Parliament, 
and Laws of England? Certainly there 
is no Maninhis Wits, but would ra- 
ther believe his Words, than your Ar- 
guments, if he does bur confider that 
the moft improbable Part of all, (he 
protefted to fight for the Defence of 
the Privileges of Parliament) is feund 
by Experience to be no Paradox : How 
true the reft is, Time will inftruct you. 
But yet I cannot fee, why we fhould 
not rather believe them, than the Pre- 
tences of the Parliament, which were 
more to fight in Defence of his Perfon, 
and their own Privileges, which how 
they have performed, your felf can 
tell; but all this while you miftake 
your own Queftion, which was not 
the right of the Canfe, but the Caufe, 
or (as you have it) the Occafion of the 
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War; and if you had a Purpofe to 
know that, Actions had been the only 
Guide of your Inquiry ; for Intentions 
and Words are uncertain, and if they 
make no Affaults in.private Quarrels, I 
know not why they fhould in publick ; 
and therefore, fince we can never agree 
about the Truth of more remote Cau- 
fes, tis moft juft for us to place the 
Caufe of the War, where we find the 
firft Breach of the Peace. Now, that 
the King was cleared of this, all indif- 
ferent Men, who had the Unhappinefs 
to be acquainted with the Method of 
their own Undoing, can very well te- 
ftify.. And if the Parliament fhould 
deny it, their own Votes would con- 
tradic&t them, as well as their Actions ; 
for when they firft raifed Horfe and 
Arms, they pretended to do fo, becaufe 
it appeared, the King, feduced by 
wicked Counfel, intended to make 
War againft the Parliament ; whereby 
they confefs he had not then done it, 
and they had fo little Ground to make 
it appear he ever would, that they 
were fain to ufurp the Right of his 
Caufe, to juftify their own ; and, they 
fay, took Arms for the Defence of the 
King ; which, if we grant, it muft fol- 
She Ae Oi 
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| low, they firft made War againft him ; 
for no Body elfe ever did, againft 
whom they could poffibly defend him ; 
nor did their Actions, in offering the 
firft Violence, lefs declare who began 
the War, when having an Army ready 
to invade him, before he fer up his. 
Standard, they both followed and fet 
upon him, as they did at Edge-hill. 
Go as far as youcan, you will fill find 
the Scots (whofe Quarrel the Parla- 
ment took up atthe fecond Hand, as 
well as they followed their Examples) 
were the firft Beginners of all. 

This being granted, how the King 
could afterwards do lefs than he did, 
I cannot underftand :. Firft, he was 
bound by the Law of Nature (which 
you fay is Legiflative, and hath a f{uf- 
penfive Power over all Human Laws) 


to defend himfelf; Secondly, By his. 
Coronation Oath, which he took to | 


keep the Peace.. And how could he do 
that, but by his raifing Power to fup- 
prefs thofe who had already broken it? 
Thirdly, By the Laws of the Land, 
which, you fay, trufted him with the 
Power of the Sword. And how could 
he preferve that Truft, if he had fate 
fill, and fuffered others, not only e 
take 
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take it from him, butto ufe it againft 
him? 

Butit is moft probable that he never 
intended it, elfe he was very unwife 
to ler them be before-hand with him, 
in feizing upon his Caftles, Magazines, 
and Ships; for which there can be no 
Reafon imagin d, but that he was loath 
to give them any Occafion (in fecuring 
them) to fufpect he did but intend a 
War. And by ail this, I doubr not but 
it appears plain enough to all Rational 
Men, that he was fo far from being the 
Caufe of the War, that he rather fell 
into it by avoiding it; and thar he 
avoided it fo long, till he was fain to 
take Arms at fo great a Difadvantage, 
as he had almoft as good have {ate 
ftill, and fuffered. And in this you 
have ufed the King with the fame Ju- 
{tice the Chriftians received from Nevo, 
who having fet Rome on Fire himfelf, 
a Sacrifice to his own wicked Genius, 
laid the Odium of it on the Chriftians, 
and put them to Death for it. 

But this way you found to fair and 
open for your purpofe, and therefore 
declined it; for having proved his In- 
tentions by his Defires, and his Actions 
by his Intentions, you ateempt a more 
) : pre- 


prepofterous Way yet to prove both, 
by what might have been his Intenti- 
ons: And to this purpofe you have the 
Confidence (in fpight of Senfe) to make 
Contingencies the final Caufe of things, 
and impolitick, accidental, poffible In- 
conveniences (which all the Wit of 
Man can never avoid) the intended 
Reafons of State. As when you will 
have the King fight for the Militia, 
only to command the Purfe of the Peo- 
ple; for a Power to make Judges, on- 
ly to wreft the Laws; to grant Par- 
dons, that publick fpiriced Men (as 
you callthem) may be made away, and 
the Murderers pardoned, &c. All 
which being Creatures of your own 
Fancy and Malice (and no part of his 
Quarrel ) you are fo far from proving 
what he fought for, that when you have 
ftrained your Ability, all you can fay, is 


bur this, in your own Senfe, That he | 


fought for power to do that which he 
never would do when it was in his Po- 
wet; but if youtake Liberty, I can't 
but think how you would beftir your 
felf, if you could but get your God, as 
you have done your King, before {uch 
an impartial High Court of Juftice as 
this! how would you charge him with 
his 
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his Mifgovernment in Nature, for 
which, by the very fame Logick, you 
may prove he made usall Slaves, in cau- 
fing the Weaker to hold his Life at the 
Pleafure of the Stronger; that he fer 
up a Sunto dazle our Ey es, that we 
might not fee ;-and to kindle Fevers 
in our Veins, made Fire to burn us; 
Water to drown us, and Air to poyfon 
us, and then demand Juftice againft 
him; all which you may eafily do, 
now you have the Trick on’t, for the 
very fame Reafon will ferve again, and 
with much more Probability ;- for ‘tis 
eafier to prove that Men have been 
burnt and. drowned, and died of the 
Plague, than to make it appear, ‘the 
King ever ufed your finer Device to 're- 
move publick {jp iriced Men 3 or can 
you, without extreme Injuftice, fup- 
pofe he ever-would ? for tis fo much 
as very well known, he highly favour-. 
ed and advanced his greateft Oppofers, 
(for fuch you mean, I know) whom 
he found Owners of any eminent De- 
fert, as he did the Earl of Strafford, 
and the Attorney General Noy, (and 
for other honeft Men, as you will have 
them) whom Frenzy or: Sedition fet 
againft him, by your own Confeffion; 
he 
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the did not fuffer rhofe black Stars (ve- 
_ Try ftrange ones) to flit their Nofes, and. 
—Fcrop their Ears. 
| But now I think thefe honeft publick. 
| | fpirited Men, certainly fome of them 
~fhave not fo ‘good an Opinion of the 
Honefty of your publick Proceedings,, 
} but they would willingly venture, not 
only their Ears again, (if they had 
|them) but their Heads too, in defiance 
‘of your moft comprehenfive Piece of 
Juftice, whofe Caufe, while you take 
‘upon you to plead againft their Con- 
fent, as you have done your honoura- 
ble Clients, the People; you deferve 
in Reafon to be thrown over the Bar, 
| by your own Party, for you but con- 
| fefs your own Injuftice, while you ac- 
_ knowledge the publick Honefty of 
_thofe thar moft oppofe it. 
| How folid or pertinent thofe Argu- 
ments of yours have been, let any Man, 
thar is fober, judge: But you are re- 
| folved, right or wrong, they fhall pafs ; 
/to let us know how eafily he that has 
| the Unhappinefs to be e iged by his 
| Enemies is found guilty of any thing 
_ they pleafe to lay to his Charge ; and 
therefore fatisfied with your own Evi- 
| dence, you proceed to Sentence, and 
cOn-= 
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condemn the King with much Formali- 
ty, by the Fundamental Laws of this 
Kingdom, by the general Law of all 
Nations, and the unanimous Confent 
of all Rational Men in the World, for 
imploying the Power of the Sword to 
the Deftruction of the People, with 
which they intrufted him for their own 
Protection. How you got the Confent 
of Rational Men to this Sentence, I 
annot imagine ; for tis moft certain 
(by your own Confeffion ) that he ne- 
ver imployed the Sword, but againft 
thofe who firft fought to deprive him 
of it; and by that very Act, declared 
they did not truft him, and confequent- 
ly abfolved him both from the Obliga- 
tion that he had to protect them, and 
the Poffibility too: For no Man can 
defend another longer than he defends 
himfelf ; fo that 1f you will have your 
Sentence to be juft, you muft con- 
fefs it to be Nonfenfe ; for you muft 
not only prove, that thofe who fought 
againft him, were the People that 
trufted him, not thofe who fought for 
him, but the léeffer, or lefs confiderable 
Part of the People. The People, as you 
have the Confidence to call your Ho- 
nourable Clients, being not the ili 
tiet 
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@ tieth Parr of the very Rabble; which 


if you can do, you are much wifer 


ithan Solomon: For it is eafier to dl- 


vide a Child in two parts, than to 
make one of thofe two parts a whole 
Child; and if you have the trick ont 
you fhall be next allowed to prove, 
that take four out of fix, there re- 
mains fix: Nor is there more Juitice 


| or Reafonin the Sentence, than in the 
1§ Courfe you take to uphold it; for 
-§ while you deny the old Maxim of Law, 
) That the King can dono Wrong, you 
_ maintain a new one much worfe, Thaz 
i) be may fuffer any; and having limited 


this Power to act only according to 


-| Law, expofe him to fuffer, not only 


without, but againft Law. Truly it 


| is hard Meafure, but, rather than fail 


of your Purpofe, you will make as 
bold with Scripture as you have done 
with Reafon, if it ftand in your way 3 
as you do when you interpret that 
place of the Apoftle, Where no Law 
7s, There is no Tranfgreffion, to mean, 
Where there is neither Law of God, 
nor Nature, nor pofitive Law : I won- 
der where that is; certainly you had 
better undertake to find out a Planta- 
tion for Archimedes his Engines to 
move 
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move the Earth, than but fancy where 
that can be, w hich you muft do be- 
fore you can make this Scriprure to 
be underftood to your purpofe ; and I 
cannot but fmile, to think how hard a 
Task that will be for fuch a {trong 
Fancy as yours, that cannot conceive 
what your felf affitm:; for when you 
deny it poffible to fuppofe two Supreme 
Powers in one Nation, you forget that 
you had acknowledged much more be- 
fore ; for you confefs the King to be Su-. 
preme, when you fay,’ very elegantly, 
he made Head againft the Parliament, 
who acknowledg’d him:to be Head 
thereof, and yet you fay the Parliament 
is the Supreme Authority of the Nation. 
Lhus you affirm that really to be, which 
you think is impoffible to imagine. 
But fuch lucky Contradictions of 
your felf, as.well as Senfe, are as fami- 
liar with you as Railing, for befides 
the many before mentioned, and your 
common Incongruitres of Speech, is 
as far from Conftruction as the Pur- 
pofe: There are ethers which, for 
your Encouragement ought not to be: 
omitted, and when you would prove: 
the King the moft abominable Tyrant 
that ever People fuffer’d under, yet 
you 
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you fay he was beloved of fome, and 
feared abroad: His Judges you com- 


‘pared to the Saints fitting in Judgment 


at the laft Day, and yer, by your own 
Doctrine, they are more like Bears and 


Wolves, in fitting by a Commifion of 


Force ; their High Court is a Royal 
Palace of the Principles of Freedom, 
and yet, till the People veluntarily 
fubmir to a Government, (which they 
never did to that) they were but Slaves. 
The Parliament (you fay) Petitioned 
the King, as good Subjects, and yer, 
immediately after, you make. them 
his Lords, and himfelf Servant; fo 
they give him the Honour of his own 
Royal Affent and yer they often Petri- 
tioned him for it. His Trial you call 
moft impartial, and yer cannot deny 
all his Judges to be Parties, and_ his 
profeft Enemies. But you hir pretty 
right, when you fay he caufed more 
Proteftant Blood to be fhed than ever 
was f{pilt either by Rome, Heathen or 
Antichriftian ; for grant that partly to 
be true, and confefs as much Proteftant 
Blood as ever was fpilr by the Heathen 
Romans, unlefs they could kill Prote- 
ftants eight hundred Years before there 
Were any in the World; which elo- 
ae quent 
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quent piece of Nonfenfe we muaft im- 
putero your Ignorance in Chronology, 
or Confulion of Notion, which you 
pleafe. Nor are thofe Riddles of Con- 
tradiction only in your Words, but in 
the whole Courfe of your Proceedings, 
for you never do the King any Right, 
but where you do him the greateft 
Wrong ; and are there only Rational, 
where you are moft inhuman : 3 as in 
your additional Accufations, fince his 
Death, tor there you Waertaice to 
prove fomething, and give your Rea- 
fons (fuch as they are) to make it ap- 
pear, which were fair Play, if you 
do not take an Advantage too unrea{o- 
nable, to argue with the Dead. But 
your other Impeachments confift. only 
of Generals, prove nothing, or Inten- 
tions, which can never be proved, or 
your own fore’d Couftructions of A&i- 
ons, or what might have been Actions, 
but never were; all which you only 
aggravate with Impertinency and foul 
Language, but never undertake to 
prove; and if we fhould grant all you 
would fay, and fuppofe you faid it in 
fenfe or order, it would ferve you to no 
purpofe, unlefs you have, by Proof or 
Argument, applied it to him, which 
you never went about to do. But 
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But if this were the worft, you 
might be born with, as a thing more 
becoming the Contempt, than the An- 
ger of Men ; but whocan preferve any 
Patience, that does but think upon 
that Prodigy of your Injuftice; as well 
as Inhumanity, to accufe rhe King, af- 
ter his Death, of what you were a- 
fhamed to charge him with, when a- 
live 2 For what you fay concerning 
the Death of King James, you will 
ecome the Scorn of your own Party, 
for they never us’d it farther than they 
found it of advantage to fome Defign 
they had in Hand; as when they 
would move the King to grant their 
Propofitions, they made it ferve for an 
Argument to him ; if he would Sign, 
he fhould be ftill their Gracious King, 
if not, he killed his Father. But wher 
they found he would not be convinced 
with fuch Logick, they laid ir utterly 
afide, for ( without doubr ) they had 
not loft an Advantage fo ufeful as they 
might have made it in the Charge, had 
they not known it would have coft 
them more Impudence to maintain, 
then they fhould need to ufe in pro- 
ceeding without it; but let us confi- 
der your Student's Might, with which 
you 
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you firft fay you are fatisfied, and ye 
after have it as a Riddle, Firft, he 
was obferved ro hate the Duke, but in. 
ftantly, upon the Death of King Fames 
took him into his fpecial Grace anc 
Favour, of which you conceive thi 
Art muft be the Caufe. Believe me 
your Conjecture 1s contrary to all Ex. 
perience, and the common manner o 
Princes, who ufe to love the Treafon 
but hate the Traytor; and if he hac 
been fo politicka Lyrant, as you woulc 
defcribe him, he would never believe 
his Life fafe, nor his Kingdom hi: 
own, while any Man lived, (much lef 
his Enemy, whom fucha King woulc 
never truft) of whofe gift and Secrecy 
he held them both ; nor is it. likely 
that he, who would not fpare the Life 
of his Father to gain a Kingdom 
fhould fpare the Life of his Enemy t 
fecure it. ie for his diffolving the Par. 
liament, I believe not only all Wife 
Men, but all that ever heard of thi: 
will acquit him, whether he did it tc 
avoid the Duke's Impeachmenr, yor 
cannot prove ; but if you could, you 
muft confider, that in fuch Cafes, Prin. 
ces may as well protect their Favourite: 
from Injury as Juftice, fince no Inno- 
cence 
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cence can ferve them, if they lie as 
open to the Queftion, as they do to the 
Envy of Men. 

But for the better Satisfaction of 
thofe you appeal to, I fhall add this : 
It is moft certain, that this Humour of 
Innovation began to ftir in the firft 
Parliament of this King, and grow to 
an Itch in the Commons for the Alrera- 
tion of Government; to which end, 
they firft refolved to pull down the 
chief Inftrument thereof, the Duke of 
Buckingham: But having then. ao 
Scotch Army, nor Act of Continuance, 
to affure their Sitting, all the Wit of 
Malice could never invent more. poli- 
tick Courfe than, to Impeach him, and 
put this Article (true. or falfe) into: his 
Charge ; for thus’ they were ‘not only 
fure of the Affections of the People, 
who ( out of the common Fate of Fa- 
vourites ) generally hated the Duke, 
and are always pleafed with the Ruin 
of their Superiors, but fecured: from 
the King’s. Interpofition;: whom they 
believed, by this means, bound up from

Falfhood of that, it is moft fenfelefs 
to imagin, that he who had wickednefs 
enough to commit fo horrid: an Act, 
{hould have the innocent Modefty nor 
to deny it, when he durft not own it. 
He fent Thanks to Muskerry and Plun- 
ket, by Ormond, which you are confi- 
dent his height of Spirit would never 
have done, if he had not been as guilty 
as themfelves; and may not Ormond,' 
that carried the Thanks, be, by ther 
fame Reafon, as well proved guilty as: 
whe King > What's next, If he bad not 
been guilty, he would have made @ 
thoufand.
